CLUBS BRINGS U. S. PROTEST 


MOSCOW, 
Feb. 17.

Soviet government over the week- 
end ordered more than a score of 
churches, synagogues and mosques 
to be converted into workers' clubs, 
schools, grain warehouses and the 
like. 


Officials declared the churches 


were closed in 
line with recent 


policy on church closing program, 
"in response to the mass demands 
of the workers." Perhaps as a coin- 
cidence, the conversion orders came 
at a time when the foreign press 
and foreign religious organizations 
were protesting bitterly at "perse- 
cution" of Christians in Russia. 


In most of the conversions 
the 
church bells were removed 
and 


converted into metal for industrial 
purposes.

appropriate approximately $3,000,- 
000 asked for emergency purposes 
by the state educational and elee- 
mosynary institutions and depart- 
ments had been abandoned in the 
house because of lack of 
time. 


However, their authors said they 
would revive 
them 
should Gov- 


ernor Moody call another special 
session to follow this one. 
These 


included a stiff tax on chain stores. 


Sulphur Tax 


The sulphur tax would produce 


between .$2,000,000 
and $4,000,000 


annually for a forty year period, 
Sanders claimed. It would fall al- 
most entirely upon two companies, 
mining sulphur in Matogarcla and 
Brazoria counties and producing 
most of the world's supply. 


An amendment put on by Rep. 


T. N. Mauritz of Banado provided 
that after July 1, 1931, revenue 
from the sulphur tax should be ap- 
plied to reduction of the ad va- 
lorem tax rate.
